which Congress can no more release him 
than it can divest the President of the chief 
command of the army. The right of 
command implies the duty of obedience ; 
if Congress tells General Grant not to 
obey, it thereby attempts to deprive the 
President of the command of the army— 
an attempt which can only succeed by the 
overthrow of the Constitution. If Gen, 
Grant refuses to obey orders, he is amenable 
to military discipline. It will be the duty 
of the President to cause his arrest for 
insubordination and mutiny, and organize 
a court-martial to try him. The President 
can at the same time order a brevet General 
to take possession of the headquarters of 
the army. 

We do not suppose thePresident will quite 
yet exert his full authority in this form.— 
He will probably first apply to the Supreme 
Court, who will summon Mr, Stanton to 
show by what authority he assumes to 
retain the office from which he has been 
remoyed. There is every reason to believe 
that the Court will adjudge the Tenure-of- 
office bill unconstitutional. With what 
face will Stanton go before the Qourt and 
contend that the Tenure-of-Office bill is 
not repugnant to the Constitution, when it 
is notorivus that he held the contrary 
Opinion at the time of its passage? 
Nay, he advised to veto it for 
unconstitutionality, and furnislied points

‘The Senate cannot think it 
is acting in its executive capacity, forit has 
no executive functions except to act on tho 
President's appointments. and on treaties 
which he may have negotiated. Nor can 
the Senate suppose it is acting in its judi 
cial capacity, for its only judicial function 
consigts in the trial of civil officers after 
they have been impeached by the House of 
Representatives, Tlic instructions of the 
Senate to Mr, Stanton are a plain usurpation 
of authority, an impudent intrusion into 
the executive department, We suppose 
the object is to gain time, while Congress 
can pass some desperate act for preventing

Without this aim 
in view the President's order could have 
no meaning. Mr, Stanton, however, in 

obediance to the request of the Senate 
Committee, and in resistance of this 
attempted usurpation by the President, 
has determined to remain in posseasion, 
and leave Mr. Thomas to his remedy in the 
Courts. The same Committee waited upon 
Gen. Grant, and were satisfied with the 
result of their interview. It is hardly 
conceivable that the President could, in his 
present precarious tenure of his own office, 
design to order the ejection of Mr, Stanton 
by urmed force, or that such an order 
would be obeyed by Gen. Grant if he 1ssued 
it, Failing in obtaining physical possession 
of the office, the President's arden would 
merely refer Mr. Thomas to his legal 
proceedings. That Mr. Johnson would go 
to 80 much pains to butt once more against 
a stonewall would seem remarkable were 
it not that that is exactly what he has been 
doing eyer since he has been in office, 
While as.an official act it is inexplicably 
stupid, as a political dodge,it is easy to seo 
Mr. Johnson's motive, The magnates ot 
the Democratic party are now assembled in 
Washington to fix the time and place—and 
toa great degree the candidate—of the 
next Democratic National Convention. It 
is quite in accordance with Andrew 
Jolinson’s grade of political cunoing to 
desire at such a time to make an impression 
on these gentlemen. They are “buzzing 
around the White, House, and would 
delight in any coup d'etat that would 
either make A. J. available as Cesar, or get 
him off their hands altogether. But Mr. 
Johnson will achieve no coup. d'etat.— 
Nature, in denying him the courage 
proportioned to his vanity, has made him 
proof against groat crimes. His forte lies 
entirely in peccadijlogs, When Congress 
concludes to impeach him for petty 
misdemeanors, it will find plenty of them.

Nova Scotia. 


The Montreal Gazette furnishes the latest 
news from Halifax. On the 26th the Nova 
Scotia Legislature adjourned to August 
sixth. Instead of passing the customary 
grants of money for public service, the 
Lieutenant Governor has been empowered 
to draw such sums as may be necessary to 
meet the more pressing demands, The 
two resolutions on repeal, last moved by 
the Attorney-General, were subsequently 
expunged,and do not appear in the address, 
These resolutions were of a character which 
were offensively worded, and denies the 
right of the Imperial Parlament to pass 
the Confederation Act, without the consent 
of the people of Noya Scotia, iptimating 
that consent could only be given through 
the people direct, and that Parliament had 
no right to speak for them.

DENOMINATIONAL, GRANTS, 

Hon. Mr. Woop, in moying the supple- 
mentary estimates, made » long speech in 
explanation of the Government policy in 
reference to grants to denominational 
Colleges, the whole pith of which 1s con- 
tained in the following few lines: “ Other 
denominations made up‘ 498,993, who did 
not'participate at all in these grants. Now, 
as a matter of right and wrong, it was 
asserted that where so large a body of the 
people had conscientious scruples against 
these grants, it would be unjust to tax them 
for that which their scruples, whether right 
or wrong, would not allow them. to par- 
ticipate in.” If there is any force in this 
argument, 1t 18 equally applicable when 
applied to the other side of the queation. 
For if it be not proper to tax one portion 
of the community who haye conscientious 
scruples against denominational Colleges, 
it is equally improper and wrong to tax 
that portion ‘who’ have conscientious 
scruples against those Colleges in which 
religion is not eyen recognized. This 
proposition is so clear that it is useless to 
argue it, During the debate, 

r. Boulrer said that he was pleased 
when these supplementary estimates were 
brought down, granting sid to superior 
education; he was pleased because he 
believed the colleges mentioned in the 
estimates bad been doing a great deal of 
good in their respective localities, and it 
would be wrong to stop these grants at 
present, thereby crippling these institutions, 
which are called denominational or secta- 
rian colleges, The Hon, Treasurer gave us 
a great many figures, shewing the respective 
numbers of the different religious denom- 
nations in this Province, and argued that 
it would be improper to continue grants to 
some of these religious denommations, 
while others who bud no colleges got 
nothing. Now, sir, if these grants were 
considered religious grapis, they might be 
given to the synods, conferences, &,, of 
these different religious denominations, and 
it would be wrong to continue them, but 
as these grants are made to the colleges 
under the mangement of different denom- 
inations, thoy are made ro en P bor superior 
education, And why should this province 
not give aid to superior education, when it 
makes such liberal grants to the common 
and grammar schools? He was pleased to 
support the goverament in making the 
present grants; but a change in our educa- 
tional affairs might be necessary. There 
are persons in this Province who object to 
the principle of giving support to colleges 
under the control of religious bodies, but 
he contended it would be better to leave

Impeachment. 


The impeachment of President Johnson 
for what is termed a violation of the Tenure 
of Office Bill, has given ample scope to the 
Republican press to herald all the bad or 
supposed bad traits of the President to the 
world, The 7ribune thus summarizes the 
offences of which he has been guilty, and 
for which he should be impeached : 


“Were this (the dismissal of Stanton) the 
first step in the President's career of official 
crimes and usurpations, Congress and the coun- 
try would have regarded it with rofinite forbear- 
ance. Bat designed as the climax of a long 
series of offences and crimes which he calls his 
* policy,’ he can claim no such torbearance. It 
waa not to test the constitutionality of any law 
that he yiolated from the outset the Act of Con- 
gress forbidding the appointment of rebels like 
Gen. Humphreys snd Goy. Sharkey to office. 
He did it as a clear ylolation of the law, because 
he thought the Jaw unwise. And Congress 
overlooked his offence. His usurpation of the 
legislative powers of Congress relative to 
reconstruction was a serious political crime, but 
Congress overlooked it in consideration of his 
known unfamiliarity with all questions of con- 
stitutlonal law. His abuse of the pardoning 
power by allowing his signature to be hawked 
about by harlots, and his abuse of the appoint 
in; power by levying contributions on his oflice 
holders, kave been a stench in the nostrils of the 
nation.’ His use of the whole patronage and 

ower of the Government asa grand corruption 
‘und, to bribe, buy aod bully all office holders 
into the betrayal of the very principles and 
party he was bimself clected to sustain, revealed 
a depth of personal depravity unprecedented in 
the history of public men in America, His 
complicity with the rebels and traitors in their 
anti-negro riots at Memphis and New Orleans, 
rendered him morally responsible for scores of 
innocent lives, and showed him capable of 
winking at any’ efforts to inaugurate a war of 
races, His drunkenness when taking the inau- 
gural oath, and when swinging around the 

rele, condemned him to everlasting contempt, 
yet was treated with apparent forbearance. His 
treachery to his oath and constitutional duty io 
deliberately striking down the most distingulsh- 
ed heroes of the war, and our most trusted clyil 
officers, for their fidelity to the laws and their 
desire to see them faithfully executed, merited 
prompt Impeachment, conviction and removal 
months ago, but Congress forcbore and con- 
doned those offences.’” 


What a character for the chief magistrate 
of agreat nation. It must, however, be 
borne in mind that the writer is a political 
opponent and desires the success of his 
own party at the coming election, 

As the mode by which the impeathmeut 
of a President is effected may be interest- 
ing, we give the proceedure, as follows : 


A committee appoloted by the House will 
appear belore the bar of the Senate and offi- 
clally announce the resolation of Impeachment. 
The President of the Scvate will appointa Se- 
lect Committee to hear the report uf the Com- 
mittco of the House, A rcport will then be 
mado by the Senate Committec to the Senate. 
The Senate will take action, and ita action will 
be officially communicated to the House, The 
Speaker will appoint a Board of Manogers to 
conduct the Impeachment; they will carry to 
the Senate the articles of impeachment. The 
action of the House will be read to the Senate, 
which then appoints the time when it will 
** resolve itself Into a Court of Impeachbment.’’ 
Each Sonator takes the oath that ho will do Im- 
partial Jastice, The Board of Managers of the 
{ouse being {ntroduced to the bar of the Court, 
formally present tho articles of impea x 
A nmamous is issued to the party accused to 
answer the articles of impeachment, fixing the 
day returnable, which te served at least ton days 
before the return thereof, The day of the trial 
having arrived, the House, resolving Itself into 
Committee of the Whole, proceeds fn a body to 
the Senate Obamber, and is admitted.

“2 That we déem the legislative union 
between England and’ Ireland essential to the 
preservation of civil and religious liberty, and 
to the maintenance of the rights of property in 
this country, and therefore we are determined 
to uphold it. 

That the Protestants of Ireland, from 
their social position, wealth, Intelligence, and 
loyally, are entitled tons ample consideration 
and protection of their intere:ts os any other 
class of Her Majesty's subjects in the realm; 
and we claiin it as aright that in all legislation 
affvcting their property, liborty, or religion, 
Treland shall be dealt with, not asa separate 
country, butas an integral part of the United 
Kingdom, 

“4. While we view with satisfaction any 
investigation which may lead to the increased 
efficiency of the Established Church for the 
spread of divine truth, we would regard its 
@isendowment a8 a dangerous invasion of the 
rights of atl property, as inconsistent with the 
provislons of the act of settlement, and an 
nfringement of the solemn international com- 
pact entered into at tho union, whereby the 
majntenance of that church, a8 an jntegral part 
of the United Church of England and Ireland, 
was expressly secured. 

5, That the effort made by the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy to obtain undue control over 
education would, If successful, impede lntellec- 
tual progress, and be eminently dangerous to 
the well-being of the community. 

“6. That tho determined and persevering 
attacks made upon every institution aud endow- 
ment calculated to sustain Protestant principles 
in Ireland imporatively call for combinedaction 
on the part of Protestants of all denomlnations 
{in the Taited Kingdom, for the defence and 
support of such endowments and Institutions."’ 


Military Schools. 


The Kingston Whig says: “ There cannot 
‘he the shadow of a doubt but that the 
“ Military Schools, througbout both Pro- 
‘ vifices, are becoming serious and expensive 
“nuisances, kept up to fill the pockets of 
“the staff officers ¢mployed in the instrac- 
“tion. This is the deliberate opinion of 
“all those conyersant with the working of 
* the Schools atthe present day.” So long 
as these’Schools are used by mere children, 
and those who attend them because they 
have nothing else to do, and can live at the 
Government expense in Kingston or else- 
where, and for the education of young men 
to fill foreign armies, just so long will they 
remain “ expensive nuisances.” We hope 
to sce a radical change take place in the 
management of these schools. 


Bill to Legalize Assessments. 


The Bill to legalize the Assessment Rolls 
of the County of Hastings for certain years, 
is, we aro informed, tq be allowed to pass the 
House without opposition, a compromise 
having been entered into between the County 
and the Township of Thurlow, based upon 
the Valuators’ Report of 1866. Thurlow to 
haye one year 1o pay, without Interest, By 
this arrangement Thurlow will be relieved 
of alargesum. Itis well that anamicable 
settlement has been made, for though Thur- 
low may have thought itself wronged in the 
equalization, there was no reason nor fair- 
ness, in secking to be relieved of all the taxes 
unpald, particularly when other townships 
had paid their fullassessment. But how is 
Sidney to be dealt with ? Sidney's propor- 
tion of taxes was much larger than it would 
have been, had the assessment for that town- 
ship been based upon the report of the valua- 
tors of 1866, and is it proper to ask one town- 
sbip to pay that which was refused by 
another? And is one township to be re- 
lieved of s portion of her asséssment simply 
because she rebelled, and taken from an- 
other which did not take advantage of a 
tocnicality? These are questions for the 
County Council to decide, 


Irish Improvement. 


In the discussion of Irish affairs tt is 
almost invariably assumed that the country 
is in an unprosperous state, and that it is 
tending from bad to worse under the evils 
of astate church and a fixed land tenure.

interests to enter into Confederation on 
any terms whatever, while the Dominion is 
distracted with financial and other troubles, 
and Nova Scotia seeking secession, and 
recommending that no appeal in anticipa- 
tion of the elections of 1869 be made to 
the people, 

A petition, with 1800 namos, embodying 
these sentiments, was’ presented to the 
House, The debate on the Speech 
occupied three days, when the reply was 
passed, It contains the following 
paragraph : 

“ With regard to the important question 
“of Union with the new Domjnion, we 
“accept your Excellency’s suggestion with 
“the assurance of our desire to adopt such 
‘measures aa may, to the best of our 
“Judgment, be calculated to promote the 
“welfare and interests of the people of 
“this colony.” 

The subsequent action in the House on 
the petition showed that a majority of the 
members were unfavorable to any action 
boing taken on the matter of Union

Lord Derby. Upon entering the House ho was 
received with loud cheers from both the gov- 
ernment and opposition benches. Mr, Disraeli 
soon afterwards rose, and after giving notice of 
the Introduction of certain measures relating 
to Scotland and Ireland, referred to the retire- 
moot of the Earlof Derby, saying bis colleagues 
wore loth to sever thelr connection with such 
leader. No language could express their 
estimate of the character and career of such a 
chief, and they all most earnestly hoped for 
his restoration to health and power. Mr. Dis- 
racli then proceeded to sayHer Majesty had been 
pleased to entrust him with the task of torming 
& government and he could not decline the 
gracious offer, accompanied as it was, by the 
gencrous support of bis colleagues in domestic 
affairs. The policy of Lord Derby during the 
last two years of his administration, would be 
followed by a new ministry, and {in foreign 
affairs the policy of Lord Stanley would be 
adhered to. This would be a policy of peace, 
notone of Isolation, but oné of general sym- 
pathy and regard for our own {nterests and those 
‘of other nations. “Such a polley would never 
lessen the influence or dignity of England, 
based as/it is, upon esteem nnd respect. The 
domestic policy of the new government would 
bea liberal one (cheers and laughter); recog- 
nizing national traits as best securing national 
institutions.

COUNTY OF HASTINGS, ONTAR 


In tho House of Commons on Friday 
evening, March Oth, Mr. Shaw Lofevre, 
membor for Reading, called up the question 
of the ‘Alabama’ claim». He made a long 
and eloquent speech on the subject, in which 
he urged tho settlement of this vexed 
question on the plan proposed by tho Amert- 
can Government. In calling for the papera 
on the subject, and moving for the considera 
tion of the question, he disclaimed any 
feeling of prejudice. All future negotiations, 
he oald, would but add to the complications 
already existing. He sketched the progress 
of the recent clyil war in the United States 
to ite happy termination. He said the fall 
of Fort Sumpter evoked the famous proclam. 
ation of President Lincoln. In less than a 
month after the appearance of that proclama- 
tion, Great Britain had recognized the 
Southern insurgents as belligerents; they 
had no fleet, but they purchased thelr ships 
in our ports. Theso ships, notwithstanding 
the vigorous mensurea of our Government to 
stop them, eluded our vigilance and went to 
sea, and were hospitably received at British 
colonial ports. They captured and destroyed 
during the war more than two hundred 
American merchant vessels in less than two 
years, and the United Stutes flag was liter-

Yea, but it isthe very worst weather for 
the corn and grass.

For 
this reason, the speaker thought, we ought 
to treat these claims genorously, They 
were first made, in 1862, by the American 
Minister, Mr. Adams, After « warm elo- 
gium on the course of Mr. Adams on this 
and other questions, Mr. Lefeyre contin- 
ued that an arbitration of the matter had 
been proposed by the American Goyern- 
ment, but was received by Lord Russell, 
who repelled the suggestion, Lord Stanley 
might haye taken an other course, as the 
Tories had changed their views on the 
question of household suffrage. The ques- 
tion of recognition by England wus only as 
to her right, if there was a right, that might 
safely be referred, but Lord Stanley insisted 
that the responsibility of England wasonly 
amoralone in the Alabama case. The 
speaker said the less said about morality 
on this question the better, He regarded 
the breaking out ofa war hetween England 
and the United States as extremely unlikely, 
but thought on the other hand, that all 
needless irritations should be shunned, 
Lorp STANLEY then took the floor. He 
raised the pacific tone of the oration of Mr. 
fevre, and warmly complimented Mr. 
Adams for the conciliatory spirit he had ‘dis- 
played in the subject under discussion. He 
said he could not make indiscriminate con- 
cessions, but we could learn the right of 
the case, There never was a case where 
there was more need to understand points ; 
much allowance was to be made to the 
feelings of the United States. Great Bri- 
tain, in the same case, with fiye hundred 
millions of debt, contracted through a 
ciyil war, in which a million lives had been 
lost, might appreciate matters better than 
mere lookers on. Only he thought England 
had been entirely neutral ; but no neutrali- 
ty would have pleased America. What 
the United States wanted was neutrality 
coupled with warm sympathy and support. 
The Queen was ready to arbitrate and 
submit all questions but the great point of 
recognizing the belligerent rights ot the 
South. Nobody contends that at no time 
the South acquired them. If not, why 
deny the right of Great Britain to recog- 
nize them at the time she did? The Qon- 
federate ship Alabama did not sail from 
England until 1862, and the battle of Bull 
Rus was fought in 1861. Admitting that 
it was wrong for Great Britain to recognize 
the South, would the United States Goy- 
ernment say that its case against the Alaba- 
ma had been altered, had Great Britain 
made a declaration ot neutrality six rather 
than eleven months before she sailed ? The 
aker referred to the speech of Daniel 
‘ebsterin the United States Senate, on the 
subject of recognizing Hungary, in support 
of his argument, How could England 
refuse to recognize a war which Mr. Seward 
himeelf had announced to be a ciyil war 
nine, twelve, and sixteen days before the 
the proclamation ? Who could complain 
that England had recognized Whe civil 
war which the United States had admitted 
some weeks before? In conclusion, he 
thought a triendly arrangement of this 
difficulty still practicable, He deprecated 
the debate ; the friendly reception of Mr. 
Thornton at Washington was a pledge of 
peace. The Ministers are ready to leave 
the question to. the people of the entire 
world. 


Mr. W. E, Forster, member for Bradford, 
thought that Mr. Seward’s view of the 
question of the recognition of the Alabama 
claims deserved better treatment and more 
careful consideration, as being perlaps the 
view that was right and sensible, He com- 
plained of the abrupt disposition of the 
question which had been made when the 
universal wish ofthe United Kingdom was 
for its speedy settlement, He thought that 
had ady influential statesman been sent to 
the United States as Minister, the poiot in 
dispute might be readily adjusted. 


Mr. John Stuart Mill, member tor West- 
minister, was the uext speaker, Ho 
regarded the present condition of the ques- 
tion as the result of a mutual mistake,— 
The real question was whether England 
was botind to prevent such expeditions as 
that of the Alabama, He denied that the 
United States Government claimed or 
could claim that the recognition of the 
South was a violation of the law, but only 
that it was an unfriendly, rash and unpre- 
cedented act. The American Government 
only passed the point for the purpose of 
showing that, but for the unfriendly action 
of England, the Alabama depredations 
would not bave occurred. Mr, Mill thought 
that an urbiter between. the two countrica 
Was needed, and that reparation was fairly 
due to the United States, He concluded 
by advising the appointment of a mixed 
commission for the proper adjustinent of 
the question, 


Mr, W. E. Gladstone, member for South 
Lancansbire, thanked Mr, Lefevre for his 
able speech and Lord Stanley for his 
temperate roply. He (Mr, Gladstone) could 
not see why the negotiations were ended, 
nor could he agree with Mr, Mill that Lord 
Stanley had admitted that reparation was 
due, or that an arbiter would surely decide 
against England, For bimself, hedoubted 
it reparation for the Alabama depredations 
was due to the United States, It was 
unquestionably right that the point should 
ba referred to # commission, but if the 
Government feared such a reference, 
should settle the matter at once or | 
the decision with an umpire, Mr, 
atone inferred, however, from the closing 
sentences of Lord Stanley, that communi- 
cations between the two Governmenta were 


not closed, and that friendly feelings 
between the United States and England 
would be preserved. He concluded by 


gaying if bis inference was correct, the 
whole country would support Lord Stanley 
in a just and honorable xettlement of the 
case.

Liberality in things not 
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| The following circular has boen issned 
by the Commissioner of Agriculture for 
Ontario, 


I have to request your attention to the 
| provisions of the “ Act for the encourage 
ment of Agriculture, Horticulture, Arts 
and Manufactures,” just passed the Legis 
lature of Ontario, a copy of which accom- 
panies this circular ; hoping that they will 
be found in practice to meet more fully | 
than heretofore not only the wants of the 
Agriculturist, but likewise those of other 
industries of the Province. 

Measures baye already been taken 
| towards the formation of an Agricultural, 
Mechanical and Industrial Museum, to be 
attashed to this Department. This will 
comprise characteristic specimens of ayri- 
cultural implements and machines, cercala 
and horticultural productions, manufactures 
and the results of mechanical skill ; and 
also woods and minerals possessing an 
economic value, 

While it is intended to make the collec 
tion as full and perfect as possible in refer- 
ence to Ontario, so that visitors and 
intending eettlers may be able by a careful 
inspection to form a correct idea of its 
industrial state and capabilities, efforta will 
be made to collect materials from the other 
Provinces of the Dominion, and also from 
the United States and the Mother Country. 
In this way it is hoped that by degrees the 
interest and extent of the Museum will 
increase, and prove beneticially suggestive 
to our farmers and artisans, who may visit 
it for purposes of information, with refer- 
ence to practical objects, 

I have therefore carnestly to request the 
various societies embraced within the 
Statute, to favour me with their co-opera- 
tion towards the attainment of this object, 
which, without such aid, it will be impossi- 
ble to accomplish. It is hoped that a goodly 
number of specimens in the departments 
before intimated, will be sent in during the 
present year, so as to be arranged before the 
next meeting of Parliament. Grain in the 
Straw, carefully pulled up by the roots 
just before ripening, is particularly request- 
ed—Each article will be labelled with the 
grower or produce’s name and address, with 
other particulars; and the Department will 
pay costs for freight. As the Museum will 
be freely thrown open to the public, in ca- 
pacious rooms of the Parliament Buildings, 
mechanics and others will find this a good 
and inexpensive way of giving publicity to 
their productions, 

In connection with the Museum « Tech- 
nical Library is formed, which is free to all 
for consultation. Already about fifteen 
hundred volumes of valuable and suitable 
books, procured by the late Board of Arts 
and Manufactures, have been arranged on 
the shelves; and such works of authority 
on Agriculture, Horticulture, and the ap- 
plied sciences connected therewith, will be 
speedily obtained, so as to render the li- 
brary for practical purposes of great value. 

Itrust that, by these and other means, 
the Department will sustain and adyance 
the important interests which have been 
committed to its care. 

It is with muchsatisfaction I refer you to 
those Sections of the Act (Nos. 26 to 33) 
which relate to Horticulture and the Fruit- 
Growers’ Association, Inthe objects em- 
braced by theseimportant branches of in- 
dustry, there is much room for extension 
and improyement; while they. directly 
minister to our necessities and pleasures, 
they tend to refine the tastes and beautify 
the homes of the people, 

T also invite the attention of Managers 
of Mechanics’ Inatitutions to the provisions 
made (Sections 24 and 26) for affording aid 
in the important matter of Adult Evening- 
Class instruction, and the formation of 
Technical Libraries ; and trust the Institutes 
will largely avail themselves of them.

In the House of Commons last night the 
debate on Irish reform was resumed in com- 
mittee of the whole, Mr, Gregory, member 
for Galway, rosein support of Mr. Maguire’s 
resolutfons, and denounced the long con- 
tinued English mis-government of Ireland, 
Of this, he said, there seems to be no end, for 
now whenthe Irish people asked for reform 
in the land, in the church, and in the educa- 
tional system, the Ministers evaded their do- 
mand and offered them other changes which 
they did not want: He denied that there 
Were apy personsamong the Roman Catholic 
clergy who favored the present system of 
national schools. 


Mr, Gladstone then took the floor, and forthe 
first time In this debate gave his views ou the 
question at lssuc.

River ut dark led to the belief that the ica 
would not move for some hours, and many 
were anticipating that after all the jam would 
gradually give way and the Bridge be saved. 
But like many other pleasing anticipations ft 
was notrealized. The great shove took place 
about eleven o’clock last night, and those who 
saw by the dim gaslights, the great field of 
ice moving down the stream, and the large 
ossing and tumbling about amid the 
water and driftwood like ghostly spectres, 
and heard the crashing, crackling noise of 
the falling timbers of a dozen buildings ming- 
led with the fragments of the iron bridge, 
‘mountainous in bulk, in one wild havoc 
crashed,” will not soon forget it. 

The immediate cause of the shove was the 
breaking up of the pond above Jas, Canniff® 
dam, and the destruction of a portion of the 
dam. {t was an immense body ot ice and lo; 
and gathering strength as it came down & 
rapid stream it piled upon the jam near the 
Upper Bridge, and sent it forward on ite dee 
tined mission ofdestruction, ‘The Iron Bridge 
gave way before it with scarcely a straggi¢, 
and was carried on the top of the field of ice 
below the Lower Bridge, portions of it \yiog 
in about the same place from which if 
was taken three years ago. 
Swept to the bottom and the great mass in 
creasing in bulk by the buildings which it 
brought with it moved majestically down the 
River. Fears were entortained for the safety 
of the Lower Bridge, and there was an imme 
diate rush made for that, As the timbers 
and ico crashed against the piers and came 
up agoinst the wood-work the bridgo shiver- 
ed and trembled like nn aspen leaf, and it 
Was oxposted every moment this would follow 
the fatoof the Upper Bridge. But it nobly 
stood the shock, und the only damage it 
sustained was the breaking way of a few 
stones from the pliers and a portion of the 
outelde railing tod footpath belog carried 
away. ‘The wreck and ruin which followed 
the path of this great “shove” was terrible to

twelve monthsis the consequence of pro- 
longed and aggravated distress which that 
patient people can no longer bear; that 
their sulferings and grievances havo been 
Jong on the increase, and have at last 
reached a culminating point. It may be 
well, therefore, to ask ourselves whether 
thera is any real ground for this impression, 
and to call attention to a few facts about 
which there can be no controversy, and tho 
bearing of which upon the actual condi- 
tion of both farmers and laborers and the 
working classes of Ireland generally cannot 
be disputed. It 18-customary, we know, to 
admit that in some points there was a 
material improvement atter the famiue,and 
that this improvement continued, with 
certain fluctuations, up to 1860; but that 
since that dite, and especially during the 
last three or four years, matters haye taken 
a wrong turn. and that cultivation, comfort, 
prosperity, are and baye been declining, 80 
that the strongest and promptegt measures 
are needed to arrest the downward progress 
of the country.

The New Banking Bill. 


The new Banking Bill, introduced by 
Mr. Rose, briefly summarized, is to the tol- 
lowing effect : 

The currency ot Canada shall consist of 
pounds, dollars, shillings, pence, cents and 
mills, the pound, shilling and, penny haying 
the same relative value as in the United 
Kingdom, and the dollar to be one-fourth 
of pound currency. The pound currency 
shall represent 101 grains and 821,000 parts 
of a grain of gold, and the dollar ghall be 
of one-fourth part of this weight. The 
pound sterling shall be equal to £1 4s 4d, 
or $4 86% currency.

The bubble burst however, not many days 
after the purchase was made, and the “good 
thing” did not look so bright and flattering 
to the new owners as it did when they pur- 
cliased. _How and by whom the fraud was 

isclosed, and how a settlement was patch- 
ed up, have not publicly transpired. Dif- 
ferent yersions have been retailed in private 
circles. We cannot but think it would 
have been to the advantage of those con- 
cerned, as wellas to the public interest, 
had the matter been brought to au issue be- 


have directed to be struck for use in any of 
the Provinces heretofore, and silver coins of 


the United Kingdom, shall pass current in 
Canada until otherwise ordered, but shall 


not bea legal tender to the amount of 


more than ten dollars or two pounds ten 
shillings currency in any one payment. 


All copper coins of the United Kingdom 
shall pass current in Canada, so long as 
lawfully current in Gyeat Britain, and shall 
be a legal tender tothe amount of twenty 
cents, and copper half-penny for one cent. 
Any copper coin of like weights which her 
Majesty may have directed or may direct to 
be struck, shall pass current in Canada. 

Of foreiga coins the gold eagle of the 
United States coined before July 1st, 1834, 
shall pass current in Canada for ten dollars 
and sixty-six cents and two-thirds of a 
cent, and the gold eagle coined after the 
day mentioned shall pass current in Canada 
for ten dollars, or two pounds ten shillings 
currency. 

Theso sections of the Act are at present 
in force bere, and will come into force in 
Nova Scotia on and after a day appointed 
by the Proclamation of the Govenor, 

‘The second part of the Bill provides that 
ifin accordance with a Bill now before 
Congress the weight and value of the gold 
coins of the. United States shall be altered 
in order to coincide with the currency of 
France and other European nations as 
suggested at the recent international mon- 
etary Conference held at Paris, the currency 
of the Dominion and the current value of 
American coins hero shall bo changed 
accordingly. The great advantage of a 
uniform currency among all the principal 
commercial nations of the world, bas recent- 
ly been yery Clearly demonstrated, nod a 
base for such uniform curreney has been 
agreed upon by most of the delegates who 
attended the Conference to which we bave 
just referred.

phere may bring it northward at any 
moment. Itisa, therefore, our intereat to 
put in force those wise anuitary regulations, 
which havo proved so salutary in past 
years, Drains should be scoured, dung 
heaps remdved, streots aud yarda should Le 
thoroughly cleansed, all decayed matter 
should be removed, and every cess pool 
provided with a plentifal eupply of dsin- 
fectants. While the authoritios are making 
up thelr minds what to do im the matter, 


fore the Courts. A swindle like this will 
do great injury to the miveral interests 
of the north country. It will create dis- 
trust and doubt, the greatest difficulties we 
now have to contend with, and retard to 
some extent the development of our mineral 
resources, The Empire Mine may after all 
be valuable property, for it was after 
this swindle that Dr. 1’, Sterry Hunt, made 
his assay of ore which showed this mine to 
be one of the richest in the gold region, and 
had the proprictors waited until that assay 
had been made public, they might have ne- 
gotiated the sale on much more favorable 
terms than was done by means of the fraud 
perpetrated. Like many others, in too 
great haste to berich, they thought they 
would accomplish their object easier and 
quicker by pores nung this little “confi- 
dence game,” in which however, they came 
to gricf'a little sooner than they anticipated. 


New Postage Stamps. 


The Postmaster here has received a sup- 
ply of the new Postage Stamps, There are 
seyen denominations of them, ranging from 
halfa cent in value up to fifteen cents. As a 
device the beaver crouched his little 
stick hay been abolished, and all the stamps 
bear a profile efligy of Her Mojesty, the 
face turned towards her left, and, of course, 
to the right of the person looking atit, 
The half cent stamps forthe use of pub- 
licbers who may choose (if any choose) to 
prepay newspapers to their subscribers is 
dark, almost black, and of a convenient 
size, All the olhers are rather large, and 
the device instead of being contained in an 
elliptical ring, as we have been accustomed 
tu see, it is enclosed in a circular one and 
the breadth of the stamp is considerably 
increased without any enlargement of the 
effigy. The one cent denomination are of 
a brick color, and ure to be used at the 
rate of one cent per ounce, of printers’ 
manuscript, seeda &e. Those of the value 
of two cents ure green, They are to be used 
for the prepayment of transient newspapers, 
soldiers’ letters &c. The six cont stamp 18 
designed to fulfil the ruquirements of the 
new ffeaty with the States with regard to 
letters sent there from Canada ; they are of 
a brown color. The three cent stamps re- 
quired for the prepayment of letters, weigh- 
ing half an ounce, from any part of the 
Dominion to any other part, ia a_ little 
déeper red than a bill stamp, but it is very 
like the latter with the exception, that the 
device looks ia the opposite direction, The 
twelye-and-a half cent stamp for lottera by 
Canadian steamer is blue; and the pret- 
tiest of them all is the fifteen cent stamp
